change in name.

ing action of the kind. 
"Because of tile present 
war In 
whjch the United States of America 
is engaged with Germany,” declare tile 
petitioners, "and more espeeially be­ 
cause of the many atrocities and the 
frightful barbarities committed by the 
army of tile Imperial German Gov­ 
ernment, the name of Berlin has be­ 
come odious to many Americans and 
on account o f tills aversion to the 
name. certain lines of business in the 
village of N ew Berlin have been in­ 
jured and the name criticized by cus­ 
tomers. 
“Beside this*’ the£ continue, “Can­ 
ton is a city w hose name. because of 
its diversified industries, the activities 
of its enterprising business men and 
the fact that it was the home of P res­ 
ident M cKinley, lias a place on the 
map and is known all over the world.” 
Tho contention is mad** that three- 
fourths of the residents of New Berlin 
are in favor of the change. 
However, 
shortly after the filing of the peti­ 
tion a rem onstrance was handed to 
tile court, signed by several hundred! 
persons who claim the change “is 
not desirable.” 
They are preparing 
to wage a real battle in court. 
Among those who favor tile change 
and who signed tho original petition 
are VV, H. Hoover, prominent manu­ 
facturer; Mayor John B. Molder, for­ 
mer Mayor Charles H. Schafer, Post­ 
m aster W illiam J. Evans, R epresenta­ 
tive Frank 
W ise, of the state as­ 
sem bly, 
President A. 
A. Swope of 
the village board of education, sev ­ 
eral councilmen and others. 
The village’s patriotism never lias 
been questioned as its residents have 
bought Liberty Bonds liberally, sub­ 
scribed to different war causes gen­ 
erously and have otherw ise m anifest­ 
ed their loyalty to the government'. It 
is located five m iles north of Canton 
and has a population of 1200.
